& cuerlaſting happines, in that which is to come 


pon him, to turne his minde a con: 
trary way, and thinke amiſſe of the 
cauſe of his eſtate and condition, & 
therevpon to vic ſuch means for the 
redres thereof, as ſhal neuer amend, 
youre make worſe that whiche 

would helpe; or if they take in 
hand any of — 8 law- 
full, yet it is that which ſhoulde bee 
the laſte, as their owne pollicie and 
wiſdome, and neuet thinke of their 
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ſinnes that haue procured Gods di- 


ſpleaſure againſt them, that they 
might begin by repentance to ſeeke 
reconciliation with him: which pre- 

oſtrous dealing doth not only poſ- 


eſſe the hart of perticular men, but 


alſo beareth the ſwaye (tor the me ſt 


parte) euen in commom-wealthes 
and gouernements. For we ſee, that 

when any thing is amis in the ſame, 
there is great conſultation, and pro- 


uident aduiſing, how things may be 
redreſſed: but the wayes that be ta- 
ken, are (for the moſt part) framed 
in the ſhop of humane pollicy only, 
& therefore the effect thereof, is but 
as the loppinge of ſome boughes or 
twigges — the toppe of a tree, 


after which, it doth rather lowriſh 
the more,then wither away : wher- 
as it ſhoulde bee conſidered, that al 
ennormities and diſorder doe pro- 
ceed from {inne ; and euerie breach 
in a ſate,from the diſpleaſure _ 
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Lorde ſor the contempte or neglea 
of his holy commaundements: and 
therefore( if euer wee looke to haue 
our politics proſper) to ſearch more 
narowly into the wil of God, to the 
end it may be eſtabliſned with more 
authority, and practized with more 
holy obedience, and then ſhoulde 
thoſe wiſe plots, that the guiftes of 
nature or experience doe teach vs, 
(when once they com in their place 
attendinge vppon that Souercigne 
ſcepter of Gods moſt bleſſed word) 
receiue a bleſſinge from the Lorde 
and haue a rs, iſſue, whiche elſe 
ſhall bee as the winde, that beeinge 
long trauelled of, whe it is brought 
forth doeth vaniſhe, as the ſmoake 
in the ſiglit of the ſunne. This leſſon 
doth the holy Ghoſte, (by this his 
Prophet o 21) teache vnto vs in 
his firſte chapter, more at large, the 
doctrine wheroſ ( as neere as I could 
remember) according as the _ 
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Tar Evisryn, 
did inable me to vtter it, I haue pen. 
ned, being draw ne thereunto, both 
by the importunitie of ſome, whom 
I might not well denie in fo honeſt 
a requeſt, as alſo by the conuenien-/ 
cye of the doctrine, fot the inſtru» 
ction of moe then heard it. 

Nowe among many other nota- 
ble inſtrumentes, that the Lorde(in 
his mercic)hath ſtirred vp, not one- 
ly to withe well vnto, but alſo to 
trauayle forthe good of that poore

ous mens practiſes had runne ouer 
our heades, to the vtter vndoing of

Cod, as to make vs ercuſeleſſe : yet when 
God go thus far with vs, as to ſpeake 
vnto t of his holie woꝛde, to teach vs, 
not one lie in generall, what he required at 
our handes, but in particular alſo, to cons 
uict vs ok the ſinnes that wee ſfand quiltie 
of befoze his maieſtie, and to ſhewe vs 
both the meanes howe to be tidde ol them, 
and to do the things that he commandeth: 
when (J ſay) the Loꝛde ſhall go thus farre 
with vs , ik then we turne not vnto him, in 
foxſaking the wates of wickednes, and ſub⸗ 
mitting our ſelues to the rule and gouern» 
ment ok his bleſſed woꝛde, our excuſe being 
(euen in our owne iudgement leſle , our 
iudgement mult needs be the mote heauy. 
Nowe euery one of vs muſt applie this to 
our owne hearts, and make it a particus 
lar doctrine fo our ſeuerall inſtruct ions, 
ſeeing that Gov (in moſt plentifull mas 
ner)hath ſhewed vnto vs this vnſpeakeable 
mercte and grace, as to teach vs fromtime 
to time the wales that we are to walke in, 
which if we doe not, we make our ſelnes 
guilty of our tudgement aboue che of So- 
dom, and bzing our ſelues into a moze

Nom, to ſhew pou þ cauſe,of this change 
of my courſe,in leauing ofour o2dinagy pos 
tions of ſcripture, c taking this i d, it 
is buefely this: as all ſcripture doth at all 
times belong co gods church, good is to be 
taught therin: ſo are there ſome parts thet⸗ 
of that do moze pꝛoperly belong vnto ſome

Falling of the pꝛophet is appꝛooued by the 
fame (euen) vnto men, fon, if they ſhoulde 
haue denied y which be ſpake to be true, 02 
bim to be the pꝛophet of God, he had wher⸗ 
with to anſwer e conuinte them in both re⸗ 
ſpects: in the ſirſt, that that which he ſaid 
mult needes be true, fo2 that it tame from 
God: on the behalfe of the ſecond, that he 
was the p20p%et of God, fo that the woꝛd 
came not in generall to all, oʒ to manp, but 
particularly to him, fs2 that he was furni-

Cee cannot ſap, that it was 
our number oz the molt of vs werethen 
in the loints of them that mourned fox the 
ouerchzow of their honoz, neither can we 
ſay, that it was our rength, wiſe dome, oʒ 
policie, fo2 in all theſe they didde farte ex⸗ 
ceene vs: but it was euen the hainous and 
bozrible ſpunes that were commptted 
(without controllment) amongſt chem, 
tuen in the ſight of che Dunne : ik then is 
bee founve (which a blinde man mape 
eaſilpe finde out) that finne is growne 
buco as greate a head amongeſt vs as it 
was amongeſt them, and as little punts 
ſhed as then it was: what can wee looke 
ko, but euen the iudgement that fell vp⸗ 
on them, valeſſe wee thinke che Lozve 
to bee partiall on our ſides moge than on 
theirs. ; 

But you will ſap, the caſe is not alike, 


fo2 they were idolatcrs, ⁊ thzowne out foz 


their idolatrie, that wee might vee plans 
ted that pzofeſſe and maintaine true re{ts 
gion: it is true, hut might rat ihe Tlrare 
lites alleadge this much rather foꝛ themes 
ſeluez% and pet when chep ſim. ed, i: pinũ⸗ 
ted them nothing: let m tQeretoe £05 
der 
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ner our ſhame with any of theſe fig leaues, 
but rather (ay with the apoſtle (4) if Gov 
ſpared not the natural bꝛanches, take heed 
leaſt hee allo ſpare not thee . They might 
further (ay fo: themſelues , the Loꝛos in⸗ 
heritance is heere,and though hee ſhoulde 
be willing to let vs be ouer-runne, yet hee 
will reſpect vs, foxfomuch as wee are the 
people with whom he hath choſen to dwell 
foz euer . That this pzetence might allo 
be remooued, the Love ſaith by his Pꝛo⸗ 
phet, A nation commeth vppon my land, 
as if he ſhoulde ſap, albeit I haue ſepara» 
ted it vnto my ſelfe , and choſen my (elfe a 
ſeate to dwell there, pet ſhall not that pꝛi⸗ 
uilege be any let: but I will neuertheleſſe 
fend vpon them the rodde of my wꝛath to 
execute mp iuſtice and venge aunce vppon 
their ſinnes: this being then the meaning 
ol the holie · gboſt in this point, it remains 
eth that we obſerue out of the ſame , theſe 
two p2oficable doctrines fo our inſtructi⸗ 
on: the firſt is this, in that the Loꝛde cal 
leth it his land, we do learne, that what · 
ſoeuer pꝛeeminences they had, where with 
they coulde p2eferre themſelues vnto o⸗ 
ther people, it came from the Loꝛdes bleſ⸗ 
ſing alone, fo; they themlelues were as 
miſerable

be well weyed) willceache vs when wee 
thinke of our pꝛerogatiues that wee excell

getting who ſeparated vs, but to giue all 
gloꝛie vnto God alone, from whome {ins 
deede) euerp good thing that wee haue did 
come , & not from any thing in our ſelues; 
ſecondly, in that he ſenveth this nation to 
the ouerthꝛowe of his owne people, wee 
learne, that the pꝛiuiledge of grace and 
mercie, in the fauour of GOD, oz anpe 
pzerogatiue of this life dooth not giue vs 


licence to ſinne, 02 be moze carcleſſe of the grace giue 
true wozſhip and ſeruice of Gov, but (not - not leave 


withſtanding all that wee can ſape fo2 our 
ſelues) when we tranſgreſſe the commans 
dements of God, we ſhall receiue the pu⸗ 
niſhment due vnto the ſame , which thing 
is woꝛthie to be noted, fo we lee that ves 
ry many take occaſion to liue looſelte in 
the courſe of their life, vnder pꝛetence of 
this, chat they are recetued vnto grace, 
Chziſt died fo2 ſinners : and many will doe

Ik anp of theſe woulde reaſon thus wyth 
themlelucs , the Iſraelites had es manie 
things to alle age lo themſelues as they, 
and pet when they ſiuncd, thep eſcaped 
not vnpuniſhed , it woulde make them 
moze carefull that they offende not the 
Lo2d, whoſe puniſhing hanv ts not turned 
awap , but rather made moze heaute , bp 
thole his bleſſings, wherewyth hee hath 
enriched vs 

Mozeouer, if they ſhoulde ſap, though 
they come, they can doo vs no harme, fo 
wee are ſtrong , and full of manhoode and 
courage , the Pꝛophet wipeth awape that 
obiect ion alſo , when hee ſateth, that the 
nation that commeth is mightie, as if hee 
ſboulde haue ſaide , neuer and vpon ſuch 
termes, as that pou bee valtaunt, and 
therefoze they can not hurt pou , fo2 they 
are a mightie people firengrhened wyth 
the power of that God, who hitherto hath 
enabled pou again all choſe enimies that 
let thiſelues againſt pou, but now he hath 
turned his fece, not againſt chef that come 
againſt pou, but cuen againſt pour ſelues :

well acquainted wyth the Chzonicles of

uer in that, this vine of the loʒds own plan · 
ting and dꝛeſſing, is ſaide to come to ſuch a 
miſerable confuſion and tuine, we may firſt

Pharaoh the king of Egypt, did not onelie 
impoſe vpon che Iſraelites ſuch(@)burdens 
as they were not able to bear, but alſo gaue 
commandement, that all the male childzen 
ſhould de killed, to the end. that within one 
generation, they might bee rooted out: the 
malice of the Jewes againſt Chzidl, & hys 
church, appcareth in the hiſlozie of the E⸗ 
uangcliſts & Aets, to be ſs great, that they 
not one lie purſued him to death · but alſo o⸗ 
ther, that would any way take his part, the 
dailie experience of the bloud · ſuc king pa⸗ 
piſis doth verifie the ſame:q if any man doe 
ſeeme io meruaile whpe it ſhouloe bee ſo, 
ſeeing , that wee bee all the ſonnes of A- 
dam, and therefoze ſhalbe deſirous to aſke 
areaſon of it, ifhe will looke into the holie 
woꝛd ot God, hee ſhall eaſilie find that the

Deuill and his angels, all which beeing in 
this life che vaſlals of ſathan, to put in exe · 
cution his auncient emnity againſt Gods 
people, are ſet on fire by him, from time to 
time. to woozke Chziſt Jeſus(in his mem- 
bers )the greateſt ſpite that they can,wher- 
bpon it commeth, that the wicked doe from 
time to time do ſo much burt, and beare ſo 
vnteconcilable hatres to the godlie:the vſe 
ok which doctrine is, that wee neuer pꝛo⸗ 
miſe vnto our ſelues ante ſecurity hett, but 
pꝛepare our bodies & ſoules vato the batel 
acafuſt ſinne,. the woꝛlo, and the Deuill, ſo 
long as wee ſhalbe in this vale of miſerie. 
The hanocke that the enemics make in 
Iſraell, dooch clearlie ſhew vnto vs, what 
will and courage they came vp withall, to 
wit, with a hope and purpoſe to onercome 
the whole Lande, and pet a man woulde 
haue thought it they hadde but tonſide · 
red the vnſpeake - able viccozies. that the 
Ilraelites hadde gotten agaynſte all

haue not, the cauſe reſteth in our ſelues; 
that haue refuſed inſtructiõ, and the means 
that mighe haue doubled it amongeſt vs. 
The Iſraelites beganne to ware fat wyth 
the good things ot this life , and ouer tur · 
ning the ſincere wozſhippe of God, fell to 
Wolatrie, and all other vagodite behaui⸗ 
dur: and wee did long ago beginne to bee 
at (4) eaſe in Syon, and reſt vppon the 
mount aines of Samaria,inſomuch that we 
are nowe appꝛoched vnto the ſeate of all 
iniquit ie, not ont ly in that,many that ne 
ver ſawe the golden calfe in the wilder ⸗ 
nes, are fallen to the wozthippe ok the 
whooze of Rome, but alſo in that all ini 
quitie doth ſo pꝛeuaile that a generall A- 
theilme ouerſpꝛedeth the face of the whole 
land. The Ilraelites were (by choſe pꝛo⸗ 
phecs whome God ſent vnto them) repꝛo⸗ 
ued fo) their backeſliding, thzeatned to be 
plagued by the hand of God, and tryed out 
of that good land, and allo taught how x0 
beginne and pꝛoctede in a refo2mation ac- 
ceptable in the ſight of God: and we haue 
(both by the liuelie voice, and witings of

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Famine and Warres, 
"ments of God denounced out of his woe 
againft vs, and plainely taught ont of the 
ſame wozve , what wap to take, both fo2 
the appealing of Gods wzath againffour 
ſinnes alreadie committen, and alſo fox 
taking (ach a way, as map inveevde) ſtop 
vp the ſpꝛing heades of all the abhomina* 
tions in this land. The Iſraelites were 
ſo farte from hearkening to the voice of 
God bp his Pzophets, that they intreated 
them euill, impziſoned, and ſhamefullie 
abuſed them: and wee hane ſo little pzofi« 
ted by the voiceof God ſounding in our 
eares , by the months of Gods Bintfers, 


and make ſo little account of the refoyma-

The Iſraelites (when the Lozve ſawe 
that the minilerie of his ſeruancs p2ofitey 
them not) were afflicted with the hand of 
God , and among other ſcourges , a 
ſcarcitie of bzead, which they had i 
befoze in great abundance : and wee haut 
had the hand of Gov many wapes vppon

not ſap with whom, noz when, no moze tha 
this Pzophet did) withapeople as great 
as they were, as rauenous to deuoure, as 
deſirous of our confuſio, as their foes were 
of theirs .
